WASHINGTON, April 29—The 


three-ring gambling investigation 
by the McFarland subcommittee 
of the Senate, featuring the testi- 
mony of big-time gamblers James 
Carroll of St. Louis and Frank 
‘Costello and Frank Ericksén of 
New York, demonstrates the need 
for a full scale inquiry into all 
phases of nation-wide crime op- 
erations, Senator Estes Kefauver 
‘(Dem.), Tennessee, declared to- 


day. 

-. He said he planned to press for 
action next week on his resolu- 
tion to authorize an all-out in- 
vestigation of crime and gam- 
bling syndicates by a special five- 
man Senate committee. 


The McFarland subcommittee 
of the Senate Commerce Com- 
mittee has been used by the Sen- 
ate leadership to _ sidetrack 
Kefauver’s resolution. The Ten- 
nessee Senator has been quietly 
boiling with indignation aver the 
double-cross he thinks he has 
been given, but so far has said 
nothing critical of the 
leadership. 

Officials Heard, Too. 


Besides listening to big name 
gamblers, the subcommittee has 
heard testimony by a number of 
city officials and local police of- 
ficers that gambling could not 
exist without local protection. 
They also said federal legislation 
prohibiting interstate communi- 
cation of gambling information 
would help local law enforcement 
officials in eliminating illegal 


bookies.

Strikes in Utilities 
Tomorrow.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 29— 


Gov. Forrest Smith ordered today 
state seizure and operation of the 


Kansas City Public Service Co., 
effective at 11 p.m. tomorrow, un- 
der the King-Thompson law pro- 
hibiting strikes in public utilities. 
It is the first time the state seiz- 
ure and operation provisions of 
the anti-strike law have been in- 
voked. 

Acting to prevent a transit 
breakdown in Kansas City, the 
Governor issued the necessary 
proclamation and executive orders 
authorizing the state to take over 
the company’s Missouri properties 
and operate them until the wage 
dispute between the company and 
its employes’ union has been set- 
tled. 

Vance Julian, chairman of the 
State Board of Mediation, was 
designated by the Governor as the 
agent for the state in taking over 
the transit company and operat- 
ing its equipment and facilities. 

Strike Set for Tomorrow. 

A strike of the company’s em- 
ployes had been set for midnight 
tomorrow, in protest against the 
company’s plan to put into effect 
at that time a 5-cent-an-hour re- 
duction in wages. Union officers 
are expected to order its mem- 
bers to stay on the job after the 
state takes over. 

In his proclamation ordering 
seizure of the transit firm, Gov. 
Smith declared he found that 
there is a threatened work stop- 
page by Kansas City Public Serv- 
ice Co. employes, and “in my 


opinion the public interest, health 
and welfare are jeopardized and 
threatened.” 

In a separate executive order, 
he formally seized all of the com- 
pany’s plants, equipment and fa- 
cilities in Missouri “for use and 
operation by the State of Mis- 
souri in the public interest.” 


Firm’s Officers to Stay. 


In another executive order, the 
Governor directed Julian to take 
possession of the firm’s proper- 
ties and to operate them, as agent 
for the state, so as to maintain 
public passenger transportation in 
Kansas City. Julian was author- 
ized to continue present manage- 
ment officers in their jobs, and 
to hire any necessary employes 
and agents to maintain service. 

The Mediation Board chairman 
was directed also to operate the 
company under terms and condi- 
tions of employment in effect at 
the time of the seizure. This 
means that present wage scales 
will be continued: under state 
operation. 

Gov. Smith, who had been 
urged to take over the transit 
company by Kansas City officials, 
issued the necessary orders after 
he was informed by Julian there 
had been no settlement of the 
wage dispute, following a confer- 
ence earlier today between rep- 
resentatives of the company and 
the union, the AFL Amalgamated 
AAssociation of Street, Electric 
Railway and Motor Coach Em- 
playes of America, Division 1287. 

Basis of Dispute. 

The dispute stems from a union 

demand for a 24-cent-an-hour

CASEY JONES STAMP 
ON SALE, HONORING 
FAMED ENGINEER 


JACKSON, Tenn., April 29 
(AP)—One million, six hundred 
thousand pictures of the hero of 
America’s most famous railroad 
wreck went on sale here today. 
This is “Casey Jones day” in 
Tennessee. Casey, that fabulous 
engineer, is on a new 3-cent 
stamp. 

The stamp, sold here for the 
first time anywnere, is one of 12 
special issues authorized this year 
by the Post Office Department. 
It honors the nation’s railroad en- 
gineers—with Casey as their sym-

bol. 

You've heard of Casey—every- 
one has. He was the hotshot en- 
gineer of his day. He died in the 
wreck of the Illinois Central’s 
“Cannonball! Express” 
Vaughn, Miss., 50 years ago Mon- 
day. Casey-was the only victim 
and died because he stuck to his 
engine in a vain effort to brake 
it before the crash. 

: , such a minor wreck 
is worth maybe a couple inches 
of type in your newspaper. But 
something about this one caught 
the public fancy. Legends about 
it grew. A Negro fireman set 
the words to a coalheaver’s chant 
and the song that was born swept 
Casey to immortality. 
The fireman who made that 
run with Casey, Sim Webb 
of Memphis, was an honor guest, 
along with Casey's widow, still liv- 
in his home town.

Baby chicks and chicken feed 
had become a drug on the market 
at Alton until Elmer G. Hoffman, 
owner of the Hoffman Feed & 
Supply Co., decided to give away 
one item to stimulate business in 
the other. 

A large crowd converged on 
the feed store at 113 West Broad- 
way this morning in response to 
Hoffman’s advertised offer to give 
away 12-cockerel baby chicks to 
anyone bringing a container. The 
customers, most of them carrying 
shoe boxes, formed two lines, 
each four abreast and a block 


ong. 

An hour and a half after open- 
ing, employes had handed out 
more than 10,000 chicks. Most 
of the customers also purchased 
feed which the company had put 
up in convenient 25- and 50-cent 
packages.

Four Streetcars Hit by 
Lightning — Bolt 
Causes Fire at East

A severe electrical storm, ac- 


companied by. heavy rain and 
some hail, struck the St. Louis 
area late yesterday afternoon, de- 
priving about 25,000 homes and 
business houses of electric power 
for periods of 30 minutes to three 
hours and badly disrupting the 
evening rush hour traffic. 

Four streetcars were struck by 
lightning, which put their motors 
out of operation but injured no 
one. They were cars of the Hodia- 
mont, Jefferson, Park and Forest 
Park lines. Each had to be 
towed to the shops for repairs. 

Lightning also struck a 130,000- 
barrel gasoline storage tank of the 
Socony-Vacuum Oil Co., Inc., in 
East St. Louis but because of the 
construction of the tank only 
about 200 barrels of gasoline 
burned. The fire was extinguished 
with chemicals. 

East Side Power Lines Hit. 

A spokesman for Union Electric 
Co. said lightning also struck 
four 33,000-volt power lines on 
the East Side, throwing about 
5000 homes and a number of 
large industrial plants in the 
Monsanto area into darkness. Re- 
pairs were effected in from one 
to three hours. 

Lightning damage to _ trans- 
formers and feeder lines extended 
to Valley Park on the west and 
to the Jefferson Barracks area on 
the south, the spokesman said, 
and required the services of all 
available emergency crews. In 
the city proper, power was off in 
25 to 30 sections containing about 
15,000 to 20,000 homes. At least 
200 calls were received from 
homes where the lightning had 
overloaded the feed-in wires and 
had blown the fuses in the dwell- 
ings. 

The heavy rain caused traffic 
congestion at numerous points and 
forced the closing of the Red 
Feather express highway from 
5:30 to 6:40 p.m. when rain water 
accumulated in the underpasses 
beneath the Hampton and Tamm 
avenue viaducts. 

Rainfall of 1.12 inches was re- 
corded at the downtown Weather 
Bureau and 1.02 at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field.. Plane operations 
continued normally at the airport. 

Two county homes were dam- 
aged slightly by lightning bolts. 
They were those of Mr. and Mrs. 
Edwin S. Elder, 3 Berkshire, Rich- 
mond Heights, and Mr. and Mrs. 
L. E. Augspurger, 332 Argent 
drive, Ferguson. 


St. Louisans to Shift to Daylight 
Time, Starting Tomorrow at 2 A.M. 


St. Louis and most surrounding 
communities will shift to daylight 
saving time starting tomorrow at 
2 a.m. Because Missouri offi- 
cially remains on standard time, 
tavern patrons will have an extra 
hour to drink but less time to 
sleep it off. 

For the most part, the change 
will be made at bedtime tonight 
by those householders who do 
not forget about it. If they do 
not get confused, as each year 
many do, they will set their 
clocks and watches ahead one 
hour. That hour of lost sleep will 
be regained next Sept. 24 when 
standard time will be resumed.

' Hillix and Shook were said to 
have been called to the meeting 
by Smith. 

Elmo B. Hunter, newly-ap- 
pointed member of the Police 
Board, also participated in the 
conference with the Governor 
on possible appointees to the 
board. Hunter, Hillix and Smith 
conferred yesterday in the execu- 
tive mansion. 

There was. speculation § that 
the Police Board or would have 
a voice in selection of new mem- 
bers for the board. 

At a press conference today, 
Gov. Smith declined to discuss 
the Kansas City Police Board 
situation. He said he had not yet 
received letters from Chambers 
and Cohn replying to his request 
for their resignations. 

Asked if he had named Hillix 
to the board, the Governor said 
“no.” But when asked if he had 
offered an appoi 
Smith declined to answer. “I have 
nothing more to say about the 
police board,” he added. 

Mail Letters to Smith. 

Chambers and Cohn said today 
in Kansas City they mailed spe- 
cial delivery letters to Gov. Smith 
last night repeating that they 
would not resign and giving 
reasons why they refused to quit. 
Both declined to release copies of 
their letters. 

Chambers said: “I’m standing 
pat.” 

Both said they were deluged 
with letters and telephone calls 
from citizens urging them not to 
resign.

FORD GRANDSON 
TO GET $1,715,760 
BEQUEST OF STOCK 


DETROIT, April 29 (UP) — A 
25-year-old grandson of the late 
Henry Ford will receive a $1,715,- 
760 stock bequest, it was an- 
nounced today. 

Probate Judge James H. Sex- 
ton approved a trustee’s final ac- 
counting submitted by the widow 
of the late Edsel Ford, son of 
the automobile pioneer. Mrs. 
Edsel Ford was named trustee in 
the will of Henry Ford. 

The will provided that she hold 
the stock until William Clay Ford 
reached the age of 25. He had a 
rece.it birthday. 

The court valued the 19,065 and 
one-fifth shares of class B Ford 
Motor Co. stock at $90 a share, 
and said each share earns about 
$7.50 annually. 

William Ford received $296,623 
in dividends from February 1948 
to December 1949. He will re- 
ceive the stock as soon as a 
formal court order is entered to 
provide for the transaction, Sexton 
said. 

William also inherited a fifth 
of 59,411 shares of stock valued at 
$5,346,990 from the estate of his 
father. He shared equally with 
his mother, Henry Ford II, Ben- 
son Ford, and Mrs. Josephine 
Ford.

Many Interruptions. 
Fuller holds 12 shares of com- 
mon stock. His many interrup- 
tions made order so difficult to 
keep that, at one point, Avery

The citation against Browder is | 
based on his refusal Thursday to 
answer questions about Com- 
munist party affiliations of nu- | 
merous individuals. He said the 
questions constituted a “fishing 
expedition” and contended that 
the queries were improper. 

Field refused to say yesterday 
whether he was or ever had been 
a Communist, seeking protection 
of the constitutional bar on re-- 
quiring a witness to incriminate 
himself. He declined to answer 
numerous other questions on the 
same. ground. 

The announcemént by Tydings 
was a reversal of stand for the 
subcommittee chairman. He told 
reporters yesterday that he would 
not take the lead in any move to 
punish Field. Other members of 
the group also took a cautious 
stand. 1 

Promise by Budenz. 

In another development, Louis 
F. Budenz, former Communist edi- 
tor, said last night he will give 
the name of “an important con- 
spirational Communist” to the 
Senate subcommittee. 

Budenz, addressing a meeting 
of patriotic and civic groups at 
Croton-on-Hudson, N. Y., said the 
man he will name now is an alien 
in this country illegally, is not 
a Government employe, and was 
“connected with the theft” of 
Government documents found in 
the office of the now defunct 
New York magazine, Amerasia. 

“I will reveal a very important 
name in the Amerasia case,” Bu- 
denz told his audience. 

In another connection, Budenz 
discussed Owen Lattimore, Johns 
Hopkins University professor and 
Far Eastern. expert under attack 
by Senator McCarthy.

OLD

NINE SENTENCED 
IN EAST REICH FOR 
BUSINESS SABOTAGE

BERLIN, April 29 (AP)—Nine 
prominent Russian zone indus- 


trialists and politicians were sen- 
tenced today to prison for terms 
ranging from two to 15 years for 
“economic sabotage” against the 
East German state. 

They were sentenced by the su- 
preme court of the Russian zone 
at Dessau after a week’s trial. 
One defendant was sentenced in 


absentia. ‘ 

They were accused of milking 
the big Continental Gas Co. and 
transferring its assets from the 
Russian zone to Allied-occupied 
Western Germany. 

Three received 15-year terms. 
They were Leo Herwegen, for- 
mer Christian Democratic Minis- 
ter President and Minister of 
Labor in the state of Saxony- 
Anhalt; Willy Brudert, also a for- 
mer state official; and Friedrich 
Methfessel, a company director. 
The latter was tried and sen- 
tenced in absentia after fleeing 
to West Germany. 

Two other defendants received 
12 years, one eight years, one 
seven years, one four years and 
one two years. 

The defendants also were or- 
dered to pay full costs of the trial 
—the biggest proceedings of its 
kind since the Communist-con- 
trolled East German Government 
was established last year.

Five of the known dead were 
at Holdenville, in central Okla- 
homa, where a tornado struck the 
southwest edge of town and 
skipped and twisted over an area 
18 blocks long and a half-block to 
three blocks in depth. 
Five other persons were killed 
in Callahan county, Texas—three 
from one family at the little town 
of Clyde and two others near the 
town of Baird. 
Phones Wife and Dies. 
A Sentinel (Okla.) banker col- 
lapsed and died—apparently of a 
heart attack—shortly after tele- 
phoning a frantic warning to his 
wife that a tornado was approach- 
ing the town, in southwestern 
Oklahoma. Ironically, the storm 
missed this town. At Hobart, a 
65-year-old man was killed when 
a twister destroyed his home.

Okla- 
homa Highway Patrolman O. L, 
Nickerson reported from Holden- 
ville that the number of injured 
may be more than 40 when all 
reports are in. Sixty homes in 
one 10-block area were destroyed. 
The patrol said at dawn that 
all persons had been accounted 
for. In the first hours of con- 
fusion last night, four were listed 
as missing. 

A vast part of west Texas,~a 
100-odd mile strip ranging from 
Haskell southward to the Clyde- 
Baird area not far from Abilene, 
was buffeted by winds and beaten 
by severe hail. At several points, 
hailstones were described as “big 
as baseballs.” 
The tornado that struck Clyde 
seemed to “stay there in the same 
spot more than five minutes” 
Mrs. J. R. Ward, editor of the 
Clyde Weekly Enterprise, said. 
“Hail came two hours before the 
tornado, and for another hour 
after it,” she said. 

Three Killed in Home. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bert Tabor and 
their daughter, Annie Mae, the 
victims at Clyde, lost their lives 
when the tornado leveled their 
brick house, trapping them in 
the rubble. | 
Grocer Jack Pyatt said, “Noth- 
ing was left standing of that 
house. It was knocked flat.” Py- 
att waited out the tornado in a 
storm cellar. Clyde has many 
such earthen refuges, most of 
them built after a 1938 tornado 
which swept the little town and 
killed 14 persons. 
Mrs. Ward said, “most of the 
people in Clyde headed for their 
storm cellars. I didn’t. I had 
several guests in the house, and 
I stayed up and watched it. We 
were ready to take cover if the 
funnel headed on into the main 
part of town—but it didn’t. It 
It seemed to hover in just about 
one place. 

“When it started moving away, 
finally, I soon lost sight of it 
because the hailstones were com- 
ing down so thick.” 

Pyatt counted eight wrecked 
homes in the section where the 
Tabors were killed. Four persons 
were injured. 

Bobby Brittain, 17, of Holden- 
ville, said he and his parents and 
four brothers and sisters saw the 
tornado approaching that Okla- 
homa town. All dropped to the 
living room floor. 

“Things suddenly started whirl- 
ing around,” he said. “When I 
came to we were scattered all 
over the place. Dad was hurt bad. 
Mother found him under smashed 
boards.”

Dickerman said he 
knew nothing about the prepara- 
tion of the posters but that the 
facts may have been obtained 
from his kit. 

The committee will conclude its 
inquiry into the housing lobby 
next week. Thus far it has placed 
in the record hundreds of items 
showing the industry and skill of 
lobbyists in this field, but it has 
brought forth little of a sensa- 
tional nature.

“Protecting” Berlin 
Po the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


The Americans seem to be in a very 
strange position in Berlin. It resembles 
a@ man that got married and moved in 
with his in-laws, who, after his wife 
had run off, still tried to live with the 
in-laws. 

The United States entered Berlin, in 
the middle of the Soviet Zone, in order 
to participate in the four-power gov- 
ernment of Germany. Due to mistakes 

all concerned, the four-power ad- 
ministration is broken down. American 
troops are to be kept there at all costs 
it seems. 

The threatened mass machine-gunning 
of German youth seems to serve only 

purposes. It will not “protect” 
the Western Berliners, as both sides 
would probably be dropping atomic 
bombs on them in time of war. Instead 
it would: : 
_ Help sell the peace-loving American 
people on the inevitability of war. 

Carry the “witch-hunt” to its logical 
political end. Senator McCarthy has 
already done so at home by implying 
that Acheson, Truman and even Mar- 
shall are subversive. It seems they can 
answer only by showing greater fervor 
abroad.

Now the Chamber has 
withdrawn its objections to these two men, be- 
cause Milligan, to whom the Chamber particu- 
larly objected, has resigned. ° 

The principal point in this chronology is that 
Gov. Smith knew his own two men were out 
before he made it known that he wanted a 
clean sweep of the Police Board. His appoin- 
tees were considered Binaggio choices and their 
appointment and- records were no credit to 
him in the first place. 

Yet the Governor exerted his pressure not 
against Milligan and Farrell, but against the 
two earlier appointees who had proved more 
acceptable board members. 

Chambers and Cohn are naturally resentful. 
But they were associated with a Police Board 
under which police morale faltered, murders 
went unsolved and public confidence was lost. 
In the interest of confident police administra- 
tion in Kansas City the two men should 
resign to maké way for a completely new board. 

It would be much easier for Chambers and 
Cohn to retire if Gov. Smith named to Milli- 
gan’s vacant post an outstanding man who is 
acceptable to them. Certainly the new Police 
Board president must ‘have the unquestioned 
suppert of the majority of Kansas City’s resi- 
dents and its reform government. 

Gov. Smiths’ position toward the Police Board 
is not reassuring. The only way for him to 
answer public uneasiness is to name a new 
board of integrity, independence and Geter- 
mination. 


Washington’s Time Mix-Up 

The national capital heads toward a tangle 
over time this weekend because of the failure 
of Congress to act on the issue of daylight 
saving. The Senate passed a bill to advance 
clocks in the District of Columbia, but at last 
report the House was not likely to act until 
Monday. All this is doubly foolish. There is 
not the slightest reason any longer why Con- 
gress should act as a city council for Washing- 
ton. Home rule and a properly established 
mainicipal administration would put responsi- 
bility for such matters where it belongs. Legis- 
lation to achieve these ends is bottled up in 
committee. It should be brought out, carefully 
checked over and a law passed. The nation’s 
capital has had fourth-rate city government too 
long. 


Prosit, Mr. Rees! 

Representative Rees of Kansas, who thinks 
State Department functions should be as arid as 
much of his state, has made his almost annual 
and always unsuccessful effort to reduce depart- 
mental funds for “representation.” This covers 
liquor, as well as the diplomatic dinners that go 
with it, and Mr. Rees takes the position that 
diplomacy should be conducted with absolute 
sobriety. 

Leaving liquor out of it, which is where Mr. 
Rees tried to leave it, it is still possible to dis- 
agree with him. One of the troubles with mod- 
ern diplomacy is that it is so intense, so deadly 
serious—and sometimes we do mean deadly. 
Maybe even a dry martini can no longer lubri- 
cate the channels of diplomacy, but an ambassa- 
dor must cling to hope right down to the olive at 
the bottom of his glass. ° 

There has never been anything especially dip- 
lomatic about prohibitionists, of course, particu- 
larly in Kansas, where Carry Nation dropped 
persuasion for a hatchet. But this same dry 
state recently scrapped prohibition. It now 
boasts the nation’s only liquor store furnished 
with an ordained clergyman to uphold the 
morals ef its patrons. 

That is how Kansas finally met the inevitable 
—with grace, tact and artful compromise. That, 
in short, is diplomacy, and possibly Congress- 
man Rees could do with a drop of it himself. 
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Curious Chronology 

April 20—Louis F. Budenz, former editor of 
the Communist Daily Worker, now on the faculty 
of Fordham College, testified before the Mc- 
Carthy investigation subcommittee that Earl 
Browder and Frederick Vanderbilt Field had 
told Budenz that Far Eastern expert Owen 
Lattimore was in a Communist cell. 

April 26—Earl Browder, former secretary gen- 
eral of the Communist party in the United 
States, testified before the same subcommittee 
that he had never known Owen Lattimore as a 
Communist or in any other way and that there 
was no such meeting as the ore at which he 
was supposed to have told Budenz that Latti- 
more was a Communist. | 

April 28—Frederick Vanderbilt Field, so- 
called “millionaire Communist,” told the investi- 
gating committee that he had never said 
Lattimore was a Communist and that he had 
never attended.a Communist meeting with 
Lattimore. 

Since the Lattimore case 1s the one Senator 
McCarthy has said he would stand or fall by 
in his attacks on the State Department and since 
Budenz is the star McCarthy witness, it is plain 
that something is seriously out of joint im the 
Wisconsin Senator’s campaign at this point. 
Budenz, Browder and Field cannot all be speak- 
ing the truth. Their testimonies—plus that of 
Bella V. Dodd, formerly high Communist of- 
ficial, that she never knew Lattimore as even 
a fellow-traveler or friend of the party—present 
a four-sided head-on conflict,

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Montana’s $252,000,000 Question 


Gov. Bonner of Montana wants work on the _ 


Missouri River navigation channel stopped un- 
til an investigation can disclose whether there 
is enough water in the river system to operate 
all the projects being developed on it. He is 
unsatisfied by the Army Engineers” answer to 
his question whether there is enough water for 
the navigation channel plus the irrigation pro)- 
ects which the Reclamation Bureau is building. 

This is the $252,000,000 question. The Army 
Engineers have already spent $230,000,000 on 
the channel, and Gov. Bonner can ascertain by 
a simple investigation that the traffic moving 
via the Missouri River is therefore very ex- 
pensively transported. And the Army Engineers 
want to spend $22,000,000 more on the channel, 
with no prospect that it will then be worth its 
cost. After that, they want to Keep on spend- 
ing still more millions, from then on, to main- 
tain and operate the channel. 

On the Reclamation Bureau’s side there are 
also projects under way that will compete 
hugely for the limited amount of water in the 
Missouri River system. Chief. of them is the 
Missouri-Souris diversion, intended to carry a 
major part of the Missouri River’s water into 
the valley of the Red River of the North and 
irrigate 1,500,000 acres in North Dakota before 
returning what is left of it to the Missouri 
system. Cost, $248,000,000. 

The plain fact is that no one knows whether 
there will be enough water in the Missouri 
River system to operate the navigation channel 
and the irrigation projects both. But the doubts 
that distress Gov. Bonner are not caused by an 
insufficiency of water alone. These doubts are 
caused by an oversupply of agencies in charge. 
They are bound to persist as long as the Army 
Engineers (or the Reclamation Bureau) can 
say, “Well, there would have been enough wa- 
ter for our project if the Reclamation Bureau”— 
(or the Army Engineers) “had not built that 
other project.” 

Divided authority under the present arrange- 
ment provides the ideal set-up for passing the 
buck. 

Furthermore, it supplies a tailor-made buck 
to be. passed. The answer to Gov. Bonner’s 
question is that no answer can be relied upon 
until there is one agency that can give the 
whole answer and be held responsible for its 
being right. 

That is why the Post-Dispatch continues to 
advocate a Missouri Valley Authority, which 
could provide such an answer. 
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France Removes a Sore 
The French cabinet removed a_ continuing 
source of irritation among the Western allies 
when it fired Frederic Joljot-Curie from his 
post as chief of France’s Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. Because Joliot-Curie is a Communist, 
dealings of other nations with France in atomic 
energy and defense matters have been unavoid- 
ably but undesirably circumspect on occasion. 
Apparently Joliot-Curie’s own activities, rath- 
er than foreign pressure, served as the imme 
diate cause of his dismissal. His statement that 
Communist scientists would never participate in 
a war against the Soviet Union intensified the 
opposition to him of French moderates. 


Probable result is that his dismissal will be 
greeted by more approval than condemnation 
in France. His dismissal will have been a very 
definite gain for all the free world if it makes 
closer co-operation with France possible. , 

Especially will it have peen a gain if it re- 
sults in reconsideration of the role of France 
and Britain in the free world’s effort to develop 
atomic energy. For the knowledge and ability 
of French and British scientists could be used to 
great advantage. 


29 Days 


On the night of May 27-28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioners’ office was 
blasted and vital evidence in the 1946 Demo- 
cratic primary vote frauds was stolen. From 
that day to this, no agency of the law, not even 
the celebrated FBI, has brought about the arrest 
of the guilty person or persons. Since the statute 
of limitations takes effect after three years, the 
FBI has 29 days to solve this outrageous crime 
against the cornerstone of Americay democracy 
—free and honest elections. 
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For Britain’s Conscience 

Maybe it is because of the headlines about 
Seretse Khama’s wedding and the ensuing com- 
plications, but in any event the demand of the 
Union of South Africa for Bechuanaland, Basuto- 
land and Swaziland is getting more attention— 
especially in London—than could ordinarily be 
expected for such an African colonial problem. 


Dr. Daniel Malan, the Klan-minded Prime 
Minister of the Union, is pressing the British 
Government for the transfer of these territories, 
a plan rather favorably regarded before his 
regime came to power. In fairness, however, 
Britain had always insisted that no transfer 
could take place without consulting the native 
peoples. And the British press—almost with 
one voice—now is urging the Attlee Government 
not to retreat from this position. 

The London. Times declares that Malan’s 
party “would condemn the Bantu' race to a per- 
manent helot status.”” The Manchester Guardian 
says that “even Seretse Khama’s tribesmen, an- 
gry as they are, are not going to enlist under 
Dr. Malan and his friends, the harshest and 
most racially prejudiced government in the 
world.” In much the same vein, both the Daily 
Telegraph and the Daily Express stress Britain’s 
duty to save these people from further exploi- 
tation. 

Exploitation there has been already. A few 
months ago the Rev. Michael Scott of the 
Church of England finally won the right to be 
heard by the United Nations on behalf of the 
natives. He came like another Bartolome de 
las Casas, the Spanish Domican who fought so 
long and so heroically against the enslavement 
of the American Indians 400 years ago. Both the 
United States and Britain tried to keep him 
silent; but the smaller nations insisted that he 
be heard. And his story of how the natives have 
been deprived of land and almost of life may 
be stiffening Britons’ consciences now against 
South African demands. 

Whatever injustices there may have been in 
the past, transfer to the Malan Government 
would almost surely guarantee even worse tréat- 
ment in the future.

New Way to Find a Lawyer.

Lawyer reference plan is at workin 29 cities to help people of 
moderate means get legal service, report says; local bar association 
sets up office to refer prospective clients to suitable attorneys; 
fees are determined in advance and must be reported to bar group.

Most of us shudder at the idea of “truck 
with the law.” We have the feeling that 
attorneys ask exorbitant fees when, as a 
matter of fact, the overwhelming majority 
of them are underpaid in relation to the 
work they perform. 


Often we lose by failing to see an at- 
torney. A landlord threatens to evict us, 
when he may have no right to do so, but 
we prefer the ghastly business of looking 
up a new place to live to the unknown 
terrors of the courts. Someone threatens 
to “have the law” on us, and we yield, 
when, if we were represented by counsel, 
a letter from him, or even a telephone 
call, would dissolve the threat. , 

When we think there is something wrong 
with us physically, we go to the doctor 
bécause we know we can obtain a consulta- 
tion for $3, or, at most $5. If we were 
sure we could see a lawyer for no more 


‘than that, we would be more ready to pro- 


tect our rights. 

A plan which provides this cerfainty, 
and is now functioning in 29 American 
cities, is under consideration by the Boston 
Bar Association. It has nothing in com- 
mon with the proposals for “socialization,” 
which now agitate our. professions, espe- 
cially medicine. It merely guarantees that 
a potential client will receive the services 
of an honest, competent attorney, and 
will not be overcharged. 


It seeks to benefit especially those of 
moderate means. Citizens without funds 
can always appeal to the Legal Aid Society, 
and gain good assistance. The wealthy find 
no difficulty in obtaining able counsel. Un- 
der the lawyer reference plan, a local bar 
association sets up an office with a ref- 
erence attorney, who gives consultations 
for no more than $1, to those who do not 
know where to turn for a lawyer. 


The. prospective client gives an outline 
of his situation, and is told whether or not 
he has a case. If -+he can benefit by seeing 
a lawyer, and wishes to do so, the refer- 
ence attorney calls up a member of the 
bar, chosen because it is his turn, and be- 
cause he does the sort of legal work in- 
volved. 

If this lawyer agrees to take the case, 
and to see the client within 24 hours, the 
latter is informed of the fact. The refer- 
ence attorney subjects him to no humiliat- 
ing “means test,” but tells him that coun- 
sel will give a consultation for $3 or $5, 
as the plan may eStablish. 

The size of further fees is determined by 
agreement between the client and the law- 
yer who takes the case, but there is a 
triple check against overcharging. The 
client knows he can appeal to the bar as- 
sociation. The lawyer is required to re- 
port the amount of the total fee, with a 
likelihood that an explanation may be de- 
manded if it appears large. 

Both lawyer and client are encouraged 
to begin immediately the discussion of 
what fees will be. The client gets a good 
idea of what the case will cost him. 

Before an attorney’s name is placed on 
the reference list, the bar association makes 
sure that he is a citizen of good character, 
but this means any lawyer who conducts 
his profession according to its canon of 
ethics. The system by which attorneys are 
called in turn is a guarantee against favor- 
itism, and the development of rackets. 

In 29 cities, the lawyer reference plan 
gives .advice and encouragement to the 
self-respecting citizen of moderate means, 
who hesitates to protect his rights. It 
brings more business to attorneys, legit- 
imate business. Its provisions and its 
record elsewhere entitle it to sympathetic 
consideration by the bar. 


The Troublesome Baltic 


From the Bulletin of the National Geographic Society 


The Baltic—where search planes vainly 
scanned the waters for the American fliers 
missing since an encounter with the Rus- 
sians—is an international lake for most 
of Northern Europe. 

Called’ the “Mediterranean of the 
North,” this sea has a shoreline more than 
3000 miles long. It is shared by nine 
countries. 

Like the Mediterranean, the Baltic has 
seen many periods of stress under chang- 
ing European relations. During the war, 
early German conquests turned the Baltic 
—except for neutral Sweden—into an Axis 
lake. By 1942, the whole southern coast, 
to the suburbs of Leningrad (plus Fin- 
land) was Reich-controlled. Today, the 
German shore has been reduced to only 
about 500 miles of British- and Soviet- 
occupied territory. 

The sea itself is considered fairly haz- 


ardous for navigation because of shifting 
winds and sudden, violent storms; as well 
as for its coastal shoals in the south and 
the rugged shores in the north. 

Over much of its area the Baltic is 
relatively shallow. This fact, together 
with the fresh waters that pour into it 
from numerous rivers, and the narrow- 
ness of the passages to the North Sea, 
make for a low salt content. In conse- 
quence, large coastal areas of the Baltic 
are frozen over in winter,’ especially 
in the north and northeast. 

In earlier times; when the salinity may 
have been even lower, and the weather 
more severe, it was possible to cross on 
the ice from Scandinavia to the European 
mainland. Under Sweden’s Charles X, in 
1659, “20,000 men marched over the nar- 
row frozen straits between Sweden and 
Denmark.

There were moments when he thought it 
would be a good plan for Providence to 
smite them. 

“You don’t mean all white folks, do 
you? 

“No,” said Simple. 
Mrs. Roosevelt alone.” 

At intervals Simple shows his valor by 
defending people who have even fewer 
privileges than his own. He takes violent 
issue, for example, with a woman who 
wants to call the police to handle a group 
of youngsters scuffling around a juke box. 

“Madame,” he tells her, “the cops could 
only lock them kids up. The cops could 
not make their papa’s kitchenette big 
enough.for them to invite their young 
friends to come home and have fun in 
and not have to look for it in the streets. 
I bet where these boys live there are 
forty-eleven names in the doorbell, the 
house is so crowded. Also some roomer 
has the spare bed.” 

He is assured that “in a democracy 
everybody’s problems are related, and it’s 
up to us to help solve them.” He is told 
that he himself shows definite prejudices. 
But he likes to point out that “Columbus 
didn’t start out with Jim Crow around 
his neck. Neither did the guy who owns 
this bar. Any foreigner can come here, 
white, and Jim Crow me, black, from the 
day he sets foot off the boat. Also over- 
charge. He starts on top of my head so 
no wonder he gets on top of the world.” 

“Maybe,” Simple moodily suggests, “I 
ought to go to: Europe and come back a 
foreigner.” And the catch there, of course, 
is pointed out to him at once, inexorably.

East Covsiais Reds Retreat 
In Campaign Against Churches 


Joint.Conciliatory Communique Issued After 
Conference—Government Backs Down ., 
‘ on Police Action. _

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BERLIN, April 29 (AP)—East 
Germany's church-state dispute 
went back to the negotiation stage 
today as the Communist-led gov- 
ernment beat a strategic retreat 
from threatened police action. 
Top officials of the Soviet zone 
government met for six hours 
with Protestant and Catholic 
leaders yesterday. They an- 
nounced jointly their agreement 
to continue negotiations. . 
“Representatives of the 
churches gave assurances that the 
reconstruction of the German 
people’s life in peace and free- 
dom is their urgent desire,” said 
e communique. “Representa- 
tives of the Government gave as- 
surances that the churches can 
fulfill their work on the basis of 
the Constitution as it exists until 
now.” 

Premier Joins in Talks. 
The conference followed Gov- 
ernment threats of retaliatory 
action after pastoral outbursts in 
east German churches last Sun- 
day. The clergy attacked state 
presqures and attempts to sup- 


pressure. The Soviet Army news- 
paper Taegliche Rundschau re- 
acted yesterday with a blast 
against “attempts by ,some reac- 
tionary pastors to drag the church 
into a political battle and place 
the church in the service of 
Anglo-American espionage.” 


Hint of Compromise. 


The eastern government ap- 
parently feels it is not strong 
enough to embark on police 
action against the church such 
as has been undertaken in other 
Soviet satellite countries. Church 
sources said both Grotewohl and 
Ulbricht seemed willing to reach 
a compromise. 

There was no indication, how- 
ever, that the government in- 
tends to withdraw Soviet-written 
atheist history boeks from public 
schools. It appeared, though, 
that clergymen would not be 
prosecuted for previous com- 
plaints against the government.

Elevator Strike in New York 


Soon to Pose 


Health Problem 


NEW YORK, April 29 (AP)— 
Nearly a quarter-million New 
Yorkers were back to primitive 
cliff-dwelling today as Manhat- 


tan’s apartment elevator strike 
headed into a long and weary 
week end. 

Garbage was beginning to col- 
lect—and spoil—on the upper 
floors of the city’s skyscraper 
apartments. Mail lay unsorted in 
the foyers. 

Grocery boys refused to deliver 
food to the higher floors where 
whole families were marooned in 
the strike that began Thursday. 

And tenants, short of breath 
and with ‘aching feet and legs, 
plodded up flight after flight of 
stairs’ Some of the 1000 struck 
buildings have 300 floors or 
more. 

Meanwhile, the striking mem- 
bers of the AFL Building Service 
Employes’ International Union 
and the apartment house owners 
still were deadlocked over the 
major issue—wages. 


The strikers, whe include serv- 
, 


ice men and janitors as well as 
elevator operators, want $2.75 
more a week, a 40-hour instead ot 
a 48-hour week, and a pension 
plan. The union says present 
wages average $45.50 to $50.32.

LOS ANGELES, April 29 (AP)

LONDON, April 29 (UP)—The 
11-day-old London dock strike 
ended today when representatives 
of 14,500 striking dockers voted 
to return to work Monday morn- 
ing. 

Faced with an ultimatum from 
the government to work or be 
fired, the dockers met in the rain 
at Victoria Park this morning to 
approve the motion of their lead- 
ers that they return. Troops, sent 
in tg unload ships, were with- 
drawn. 

The strike began as a protest 
against the expulsion of three al- 
leged Communists from_ the 
Transport and General Workers 
Union. The men were expelled 
for playing a leading role in the 
costly July 1949, dock strike in 
sympathy with striking Canadian 
seamen.

A fourth Peabody mine at Kin- 
caid will not begin production un- 
til Monday because of inability to 
assemble a working force on short 
notice. 

Spokesmen for the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen announced 
last night a decision to “postpone” 
their walkout. They stressed that 
this did not mean the strike is 
cancelled. J. A. Rash, puty 
president of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen, said the call 
to resume work was made pend- 
ing hearings and a report of the 
emergency board set up by Presi- 
dent Truman to look into the dis- 


pute.

Senator Andrews Schoeppel of Kansas told 
Ainsworth he should get a bodyguard, but so far 
there have been no unpleasant episodes, except 
one in Lafayette Square, across from the White 
House. Ainsworth was reading his paper and 
taking the sun on a park bench when a ragged 
and tattered man—obviously a Republican—sat 
down across from him and glowered darkly. 
Ainsworth moved, the man followed him, still 
glowering, so the poor man’s Truman finally re- 
treated to his hotel. 

What Ainsworth enjoyed most, however, was 
when he came into the hotel late one night and 
stopped at a newsstand to buy a paper. The 
girl at the counter looked at him, did a double 
take, and started to say, “Are you .” Ains- 
worth leaned over and put his finger to his lips. 
“Shhhhhh,” he whispered, “I’m here incognito,” 
and went happily on up to his room.

THE OTHER CHARACTER stirring up Wash- 
ington this week is an adventurous and fetching 
Irish patriot named Gen. Eric Dorman O’Gowan. 
O’Gowan is a retired British Army General with 
a.British accent and a monocle, but without 
matching political convictions. He is doubtless 
the only British General ever to lead a bat- 
talion of the Irish Republican Army, as he did 
in New York several weeks ago. 

He has a rather legendary adventurer quality 
and his literary immortality has been assured 
by his friend Ernest Hemingway, who had him 
in several books as a character called Chink. 

O’Gowan fought with Hemingway in the Ital- 
fan campaign in the first World War and has 
had three holes shot in him on behalf of the 
British Empire. He is here now, however, on 
behalf of a United Ireland and against the pres- 
ent partition of the Irish Nation. He was sent 
in the wake of Sir Basil Brooke, Prime Min- 
ister of the six counties of Northern Ireland, who 
is touring the country in the opposing cause 
of continued partition. If this serious question 
is to be decided on a social level, or on a basis 
of charm, O’Gowan is the worst thing ever to 
happen to the British Empire, and Britain might 
as well fold up in Ireland immediately. 

At a party several evenings ago it was amus- 
ing to see Gen. O’Gowan and a British Embassy 
man sitting together in deadly but cozy combat, 
representing opposite poles of the violent, diffi- 
cult Irish-British problem, but conducting their 
conversation on the most pip-pip, what-ho, 
cheerio level of frézen, gentlemanly British be- 


havior.

r¢ HE teacher says that Donny is failing in reading. He 
T just calls words but gets no meaning out of them, she 
says. Drilling him doesn’t seem to help and she wants 

to know what to do next.” 

Leave him alone for a while and be satisfied to have him 
call the words. The psychologist says there is no actual read- 
ing difficulty. That would seem to mean that at present 
Donny is not ready to reconstruct the words on the page so as 
to knead an idea caught from them into his thinking. Let 
him grow for a while and see if he does not acquire the 
necessary power. He is likély to do so. But he must have 
time, no pressure. 

* * * 

IT IS A MISTAKE to exert pressure on a weakness. It 
often happens that a child in school has not as yet developed 
the power he needs to do certain work satisfactorily. Six-year- 
olds rarely have the accessory muscle development that would 
permit them to write to the class standards. Allowec to print 
they do well. Later on, when they are about seven or eight 
years old, they do better. For years many schools demanded 
that little children write like penmen, and many a helpless 
child lost his recess time because he had to do his penman- 
ship over. Had he been allowed to develop the power he 
needed before being forced to use what he had not, he would 
have been happier and healthier and school would not have 
been the dreaded place it was for him. 

Children who have trouble with printed problems are in 
the same predicament. They have not as yet grown the 
power to read and interpret the problem as stated in printed 
words, They have to be led, trained, taught and helped to 
that end. Then they will enjoy doing the problems. They 
have the power to do them. 


* x * 

I KNOW THERE ARE children who have to be pushed 
into action. I know well that drill is essential to thorough 
learning. Every teacher knows these facts. What many 
teachers and more parents do not know, or do not want to 
consider, is that good timing of instruction is of the utmost 
importance to its success. Unless the pupil has the basis for 
learning, he cannot learn. 

Give the children time. When one seems to have met an 
{mmovable object in the path of his learning, wait a while. 
Stop teaching him for a month, for six months, for as long 
as he shows no readiness for learning that subject. Freed of 
pressure, he will make growth faster. In the meantime, keep 
watch, but exert no pressure on him in that direction. We 
have known children to lag three years behind classmates and 
make it all up in six weeks, after such relief.

Some Light 
Desserts for 
Heavy Meals 


By Edith M. Barber 


ELIEVE it or not, there are 
B persons who do aot care much 

for sweet desserts. They pre- 
fer fruit, an assortment of cheese 
or just one cheese with crackers 
or a French style bread, or pe 
bly a fruit salad, After a heavy 
meal, this type of dessert oy! be 
acceptable to even those who have 
a hearty appetite for sweets. 

Ambrosia, the attractive name 
for the mixture of orange and 
grapefruit sections with perhaps 
a banana or two, and topped with 
coconut, is always a favorite. As 
there is an une larger 
amount of citrus t now avail- 
able, we can look for ae ae. 
Combinations of canned t tied 
together with a little sherry or 
rum are generally popular. Among 
these are sliced pineapple with 
peaches and a few maraschino 
cherries with the liquid in which 
they have been bottled, apricots 
with black or Queen Ann cher- 
ries or peaches combined in the 
same fashion. Sections of grape- 
fruit and oranges are good addi- 
tions, or you may like to use in- 
stead a few thin slices of lemon 
or lime. 

Fresh berries are usually pre- 
ferred with cream although oc- 
casionally you may like to drench 
them with sugar and wine. A good 
party dessert is a combination of 
ice cream with whipped cream 
and fresh fruit, plus a little spe- 
cial flavoring. Any fruit mix- 
ture with a mayonnaise and sour 
cream dressing makes a good 
salad-dessert, particularly when 
grapefruit sections are one of 
the ingredients. Jellied fruit is 
a good choice for a salad of this 
sort. 

One of my favorite simple des- 
serts is toasted whole-wheat or 
rye bread with cream cheese and 
guava or any other type jelly 
or jam. Bar-Le-Duc, which is 
really a currant jam, can be used 
for a special occasion. The real 
Bar-Le-Duc is imported from 
France where currants apparently 
grow without seeds! Although it 
is early in the season, I have 
already had a request for Bar-Le- 
Duc with the American currants. 
Perhaps you will like to clip this 
and save it for July. 


Bar-Le-Duce. 


Four cups currants, one cup 
currant juice, three cups sugar. 

Wash and stem currants before 
measvring. Put in flat pan, with 
currant juice. Simmer five min- 
utes. Add one half of the sugar. 
Stir gentlv, boil slowly five min- 
utes. Add remaining sugar, then 
boil rapidly five minutes. Let 
stand until cold. Skim out cur- 
rants and pack into hot jars. Boil 
syrup to the jellying point. .Pour, 
while hot, over currants. Seal 
at once.
